Summary of Delus from the far Gast. 
——-— 
JAPAN. 
HIOGO--OSAKA. 
Our advices extend to the 30th July ; the French mail from 
London June 6 arrived out on the 29th July. The only im- 
portant event had been a gunpowder explosion at Osaka, of 


which the following details are given by the correspondent of 
the Hiogo News :— 


Shortly before noon on the 25th July a heavy double report was 
heard, the violence of which was enough to cause the windows to rattle 
in the houses on the Foreign Concession. The first thought that struck 
me was that someone, out of mischief, had discharged two of the heavy 
guna at the Castle ; the next was that it was caused hy the explosion 
of a powder mag sazine. Half an hour afterwards a foreigner came to 
say that it was a powder magazine that had exploded, and that the 
Japanese said the scene of the accident was near Sakai. Remembering 
but too vividly the miserable way in which those of the poor victims 
of the Fohkkien who were left to the mercies of their ignorant fellow- 
countrymen were done to death, I determined before going to the scene 
of the catastrophe to try my best to persuade someone to accompany me. 
But “near Sakai” in the mouth of a Japanese might mean seven, or 
it might mean a dozen miles off ; the day was a broiling one, and I 
failed to achieve my purpose. Later on, the unlucky “near Sakai” 
was explained, and I discovered the true "locality to be but four miles 
away from Osaka. I again tried to carry out my plan, and towards 
half-past eight o'clock succeeded, but too late, as just as I was starting 
the news came that the wounded were being taken to the hospital. 
Early on Saturday morning I visited the place ; and now let me relate 
what I saw, and so much of what I heard os 1 give credence to. 

It appears that an Osaka merchant named Tsubouchi Chozo had be- 
come the possessor of a very large quantity of old cartridges, some say 
as many as two millions. None of them had metallic cases, but all were 
either enveloped in linen or paper. Two twenty koku junks laden with 
boxes of these cartridges were scut from Osaka to a lonely spot a little 
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more than four miles down the Kidsu-gawa, and a mile or 80 from its 
mouth. There is no village near, and the nearest habitations are two 
houses about one hundred yards above the place where the vessels were 
lying. To unload these cartridges some fifty or so women and children 
were engaged. The work of breaking up the cartridges was done on board 
six small open boats, the powder, as fast as it was emptied, being poured 
into open boxes. Besides the women and children, there were boatmen 
on board belonging to the junks. And of all these poor wretches there 
are not half a dozen living, I believe, at this moment. The bodies of 
fifteen were found on the spot, at least twenty are missing—all of whom 
it is to be presumed were blown to atoms, and the fragments of their 
bodies carried out to sea. Fifteen or sixteen alone were fomd to 
be living by those who were first on the spot, and of these the 

ter part have succumbed to the terrible injuries they received. 

e hour was that of the mid-day meal, and there can be little doubt 
that the all but universal Japanese habit of smoking should be debited 
with one more addition to its annual list of holocausts. To adequately 
describe the scene itself in all its grotesque horror is not so casy a task. 
Not a fragment of the vessels larger than the lid of a tea chest was 
afloat. The main force of the explosion was to the southward. The 
top and sides of the bank are strewed for nearly a hundred yards with 
charred fragments of all descriptions, rags of bed quilts and clothing 
hang upon the charred and shattered fir trees on the bank, half con- 
sumed cartridge boxes, thousands of bullets, and packets of unburnt 
cartridges, are mingled with horrible fragments of flesh. 

The most painful feature of this very painful affair is the shameful 
way in which the unfortunate survivors were neglected by their sup- 
posed protectors, the Osaka authorities. Nearly a score of most cruelly 
wounded women and children, left unattended for seven or eight hours, 
whilst within an hour's walk of a large city in which is a hospital 
modelled after the foreign fashion. 

In order, however, to avoid even the semblance of injustice, I must 
state that the Governor and Mr. Takiouchi were in Yedo and Dr. 
Ermerins was absent, taking his annual and well earned vacation. The 
only foreign medical man who visited the spot on Friday was a_ passing 
traveller, Dr. Junker, of Kioto, who, arriving from Kobe some hours 
after the accident, was requested by some forcigners to visit the wounded. 
He at once rode out to the place, but only to find the wounded had 
been removed. I have heard that no less than one-fourth of the num- 
ber died in the boat on their way to the hospital. 


NAGASAKI. 
Our advices extend to the 26th July, and the following items 
of intelligence are from the Vagasaki Express :— ‘ 


A heavy gale was experienced on the 11th and 12th July, and 
‘was severely felt in the vicinity of Takasima. A large stone 
jetty at Obama has been destroyed, and nearly three-fourths of 
the stone of which it was composed have been washed away by 
the sea. The same fate has befallen another jetty at Nakiyama, 
and also several dwelling houses, together with some other 
buildings used for storing timber, carpenters’ workshops, coolies’ 
quarters, &c., which were blown down and washed away. A 
coal barge drifted on shore, and was considerably damaged, 
while several of the crew were rather severely injured. Three 
large coal-laden junks, each containing about fifty tons, have 
been wrecked, but the whole of the crews were saved by the 
exertions of some of the foreigners on shore, aided by the Ja- 
panese covlies employed at the Takasima Colliery. The damage 
done by the gales is estimated to amount to nearly $15,000. 

The Japanese ironclad corvette Réojo-kun, accompanied by the 
wooden corvette Tsucuba-kan, has returned here from the north 
of China, touching at Chefoo en route, and both have left again 
for Yedo vu Hiogo and Yokohama. But little definite infor- 
mation has transpired regarding the treaty of friendship and 
commerce signed by Soyejima Tanehoime, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, who went as Ambassador from the Court of Yedo to the 
Court of Peking, and who was a passenger on board the ironclad. 
A few details of the reception given to him have become public, 


and it is stated that many little difficulties which caused much ; 


delay had to be overcome before the Court officials at Pekin, 
could be induced to admit him into the presence of the Celesti 


Emperor. 

The arrival of the first vessel belonging to the Chinese Mer- 
chants’ Steam Navigation Company has to be noted as a new 
feature in the trade of Nagasaki, from the fact of her being 
under the Chinese flag. The steamer in question, the Aden, ar- 
rived on the 17th July, from Shanghai, to the consignment of 
Messrs. Amook and Co., a Cantonese firm here ; she left again 
next Morning for Hioyo. We hear that it is contemplated to 
run thtee steamers of this line, which are to periodically make 
regular trips, and the service will probably be performed by the 
Aden, Cadiz, and Daybreak. On the next trip they will proceed 
northwards as far as Yokohama. 

Formal application has been made to H.B.M.’s Consul at this 
port by a British subject, who is a native of Singapore, and 
duly registered here, to have the usual notice preceding a mar- 
riage affixed in H.B.M.’s Consulate. An application has like- 
wise been made at the Foreign-office by the mother of the young 
Japanese girl desirous of becoming his wife, but we hear some 
delay will take place in making arrangements for this interesting 
event, so as to clear up a question on which some misunderstand- 
ing is reported to exist. <A reply is waited from the Japanese 
authorities, 

H.B.M.’s ironclad frigate Jron Duke has arrived here with 
Vice-Admiral Sir Charles F, Shadwell, K.C.B., on board, and has 
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since left for Siberia, accompanied by the gunboat Dwarf. The 
gunboat Jfosquito left at the same time for Shanghai. The Jron 
Duke, it is expected, will return here some time in October or 
early in November. 

The Japanese corvette Vitsin has arrived in this harbort* *rom 
Chikuzen, bringing back some of the troops sent to that place to 
put down the rebellion. 








CHINA. 
—o— 
SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 3rd 
August ; no later mail from London had arrived out, but the 
French mail of June 20 was due the day this mail left. The 
following items of news are from the North China Herald :— 

The preliminary examination into the charge brought against 
Mr. W. G. Caine, formerly H.M. Acting Consul at Hankow, of 
appropriating funds of the Government, has been concluded, and 
the accused is committed for trial. The case will probably come 
on before the Chief Judge and a jury on the 6th August. 

After the brief excitement caused by the culmination of the 
Audience Question, Peking has subsided into its normal state of 
quietude. Foreigners are all at the hills, excepting the Customs 
men. The Tung-wen-kwan broke up on the 19th July, for the 
usual summer vacation of six weeks. The audience is as if it 
had never been—no official notice, no popular interest marks its 
importance. Our Tientsin correspondent states that the Govern- 
ment are collecting information about Formosa, and appear, 
therefore, to be in earnest about the expedition. 

A paper has lately appeared in the /tevwe des deur Mondes, 
on the subject of opium smoking and opium eating in China, It 
is a review of a book entitled “Trait¢ de Climatologie,” by a 
Dr. Armand ; and we can only say that either Dr. Armand or 
the reviewer makes some of the most singular mistakes we have 
ever seen in a book professing to be scientific and therefore 
exact. The addition of a hundred millions to the highest esti- 
mate we have ever before seen of the population of China is a 
trifle. As well say 500,000,000 as 400,000,000 ; it does not make 
much difference, and shows a breadth of view eminently valu- 
able in scientific research. One would think again that a pipe- 
tube, forty or fifty centimetres, z.¢, about 1 ft. 6 in. in circum- 
ference, would be inconvenient. A. Armand (or his reviewer) 
may mean millimétres, or may mean length instead of diameter, 
or may mean anything else that would make sense—but the re- 
mark as it stands is certainly peculiar. We can forgive all this, 
however, and even pass over the statement that opium does 
barely more harm to the Chinese than tobacco does to Europeans 
—which needs no other contradiction than the faces one sees in 
walking through the streets. But when Dr. Amand says opium 
smoke has a more agreeable smell than tobacco smoke, we in- 
cline to say that—he had better come to China and stand outside 
an opium tavern, before he writes any more nonsense. : 

The half-yearly meeting of members of the Racket Club was 
held on the 22th July. The accounts, showing a profit on the 
half year of Tls, 555.16, were approved. It was decided that 
the use of bowling green and quoit grounds be restricted to 
playing members, the grounds being in fact governed by the 
same rules as the courts. Certain questions of play were dis- 
cussed and settled. A proposal that no member should be 
allowed to hold more than oue share was brought forward, and 
adjourned till the next general meeting. 

‘The new bridge over the Soochow Creek is completed, and is 
to be opened for traffic to-day (August 3). The Council declare 
the name as “The Garden Bridye.” We cannot say that this 
coramends itself to us as the best that might have been chosen. 

We understand that the Chinese defendants in the Dute of 
Abercorncoal case have determined toappeal tothe Taoutai against 
the decision of the Mixed Court, by liek they were condemned 
to pay for 95 tons of the missing coal, at Tls, 11. 

ysiness at the Mixed Court ‘has had to be suspended, in con- 
sequence of the illness of the magistrate, Chén, who was seized 
with an attack of cholera while in court, but has now recovered. 

Mr. E. H. Gore-Booth has been appointed Lieutenant of the 
Rangers, in the stead of Mr. Bidwell, resigned. A meeting of 
the Rifle Companies is called to elect officers to the vacancies 
in this branch of the corps. 

We hear that the S.S.N. Company’s steamer Manchu, 459 
tons register, has been purchased by Mr. D. R. Spedding, for 
Tls. 45,000, and that she is to be employed priacipally in the oal 
trade to Nagasaki. 

The property occupied by Measrs. Robert Scheibler and Co., 
in Peking-road, consisting of 3m. Of. 1]. 4h. and 1s. of land, with 
the premises, consisting of a two-storied dwelling-house, with 
godowns and servants’ and other offices, has been suld at auction 
by Messrs. J. P. Bisset and Co. for Ts. 14,000.—A lot of five mow 
of land on the new Cemetery-road, west of Pustau’s garden, was 
bought in. 

The weather has been characterised by a temperature steadily 
advancing from 91 to 97, with slight breeze, but fairly cool 
nights. Rain is much wanted ; but though a thunderstorm has 
passed over the Settlement, none fell in this neighbourhood. 
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A Ningpo correspondent writes :—The weather continues nell ; 
no rain of any consequence has fallen, and by all reports the 
crops are suffering severely. In fact, the rice crop is in most 
places a failure. Business also is very quiet, owing in great 
measure to the continued drought, and consequent want of water 
in the (jials, preventing transit to the interior. It is rumoured 
to-day that the Shao-hsing disturbance is not yet definitely 
settled, and that further outbreak is by no means unlikely. A 

d naval review was held on the 15th July, in the presence of 
all the local mandarins, and an immense crowd of lookers-on. 

Our Chinkeang correspondent says rain has fallen in the rice- 
producing districts to the north and west, and the prospects of 
the crop are improved. 

At Kiukiang the river is within a foot of the Bund. The 
authorities still ignore transit passes, and foreigners do not exert 
themselves to fight them. 





HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 9th August; the P. and O. mail 


from London June 27 arrived out on the 5th August. The fol- 
lowing items of news are from the Daily Press :— 


The following is the report of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation, to be presented at the ordinary haif-yearly 
general meeting of shareholders on the 13th August :— 

The directors have now to submit a general statement of affairs of 
the Corporation and balance-sheet for the half-year ending June 30 
last. The net profits for that period, including $19,227.76 brought for- 
ward from last account, after paying all charges and deducting interest 
paid and due, and making full provision for all bad and doubtful debts, 
amount to $357,793.93, of which, after taking out rebate on bills not 

et due, and remuneration to directors, there remains for appropriation 

36,599.97. .From this sum the directors recommend the distri- 
bution of a dividend of $7.50 per share, being equivalent to six per cent. 
for the half-year, which will absorb $300,000; and the balance, 
$86,599.97, they propose to carry forward to the credit of new account. 

The past has been a dull half-year for business generally, and, under 
the circumstances, the directors consider the result is very satisfactory. 
The business of the Corporation continues to prosper at all points, and 
the directors congratulate the proprietors thereon. Mr. Hermann 
Melchers resigned his seat at the board on leaving the colony, and Mr. 
Adolf André has been elected in his stead. 

Two cases have come before the Supreme Court sitting in 
bankruptcy. In the case of Norton, Lyall, and Co., an applica- 
tion was made for adjudication. The schedule showed assets 
about $60,000, and liabilities about $30,000. [This was not ad- 
mitting the claim recently the subject of judicial proceedings, 
with reference to the steamer Parana.] Chief Justice Smale, in 
adjudicating the applicants bankrupts, said that they had done 
what all right dealing men ought to do. Finding that they could 
not meet their liabilities, they had declared themselves bank- 
rupts, not so much in their own interests as in those of their 
creditors. He trusted the assets would turn out as anticipated. 

The second case was that of James Greig, who stated he was 
a junior clerk in the store of the P. and O. cannons service, 
receiving $85 a month. He had been in the colony about seven 
years. About two years ago he married, and was nearly solvent 
at that time. At present he owed the sum of $1,648.94. Chief 
Justice Smale remonstrated on the amount of debt incurred, and 
asked defendant how he possibly hoped to pay the debts when 
he incurred them. The bankrupt stated that from June last 
year he had been in receipt of only $48 a month. His Lordship 
thought that this made matters worse, as it showed that there 
was still less chance of the bankrupt paying the amounts of debt 
he had incurred. The case was aiionrbed: 

The persistent crowding in of sampans and other Chinese boats 
alongside, which is always the case when steamers arrive and be- 
fore they have stopped or moored, has caused a fatal accident to 
the crew of a small shoe-shaped sampan. A fleet of boats coming 
alongside pressed this boat right under the stern of the British 
steamer Milbunde, on her arrival, and the steamer backing astern 
to keep clear of a vessel ahead, caught the sampan with her screw, 
crushing it to splinters, and out of three women and a child sup- 
posed to be in it only one woman was saved. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 18th August ; the 
P. ansl O. mail from London July 11 arrived out on the 15th 
August. The following summary of news is from the Straits 
Times :-— ; 

We regret to hear that little reliance is to be placed on the 
official returns regarding cholera, as the authorities are not in- 
formed of very many cases that have occurred. Judging from the 

‘ number of funerals met with daily, and from the current reports 
about town, the disease must prevail to a much greater extent 
than has all along been believed. 

The Master Attendant’s Department has recently effected a 

at improvement in the appearance of the Singapore River, off 

at Quay, by removing the crowd of sampans used as habita- 
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tions and gambling boats, which have obstructed, for a long time 
past, the approaches to the landing steps along the quay. This 
clearing out was in contemplation for about a month, and was, 
through the tact of Captain Fox and his assistants, carried out 
quietly and without resistance. The clear appearance of the 
river has given great satisfaction to occupiers of godowns in the 
neighbourhood, who will, doubtless, use their influence among 
their countrymen to prevent the future obstruction of the quay 
by unemployed craft. 

The late arrival of the London mail of the 11th July was 
owing to an accident to the P. and O. steamer Vubia, which 
brought on the mail from Suez, she having broken her shaft 
after leaving Aden, and been obliged to come on to Galle under 
canvas. The sailing qualities of the Vubia were shown to good 
advantage, she having made 250 miles in a day under canvas 
during the voyage. 

The P. and O. steamer Jndus, Captain Stewart, from Liver- 
pool, 2nd July, via Suez Canal, Aden, and Galle, arrived on the 
16th August, and has since left for Hong Kong. The Jndus 
brought on from Aden the troops from the transport Tromp, lost 
in the Red Sea. These were transhipped into the Dutch steamer 
Prins Alexander, previous to her departure for Batavia. 

There are but three new notifications in the Government Gazette. 
Mordecai Nazzim has been granted a certificate of naturalisation ; 
Captain T, A. Fox, Deputy Harbour Master, has been appointed 
Deputy Marine Magistrate at Singapore. The average note cir- 
culation of the Penang branch of the Mercantile Bank during 
July was $260,206. 

The Australian schooner Bungaree has arrived here with a 
cargo of sandalwood and horses from Western Australia. She 
had fair weather, and made the passage in twenty-three days 
from Fremantle. Two of the horses died suddenly a day or two 
before her arrival in this port.

IMPORTS. 

YoxonaMa.—The market for imports had shown no improvement, 
and during the interval had continued dull and depressed. In Shirt- 
ings a small business only had been done, the bulk of sales being 8 
Ibs. ; for 7 Ibs, there was very little inquiry, and 8 lbs. were entirely 
neglected. Yarn had been in very small request, and rates had de- 
clined ; in Velvets a fair business had been done, in other goods the 
transactions were most insignificant. There was very little doing in 
metals. 

Trentstx.—The market presented an improving appearance ; but the 
only article actually in request was 14 lbs. Drills. 

Hanxow.—The market was entirely devoid of animation, and there 
was less demand than had ever been noticed previously at that time of 
year. Quotations were altogether nominal, 
eee was active, and Piece Goods were selling 

ely. : 

SHancHal.—Extreme quietude has characterised the market during 
the week. In Grey Shirtings nothing remarkable has been recorded 
since last mail. Inquiry for 8} Ibs, had not altogether ceased ; but the 
market had been fitful throughout, and was lifeless at the close. Prices, 
however, were no lower, nor was there any decline anticipated. 7 lbs. 
had not improved in demand or value ; good qualities of common chops 
saleable in small quantities at Tls. 1.60 to 1.63 per piece. Heavy Shirt- 
ings of best quality have occasionally been asked for, but stock almost 
exhausted. In White Shirtings, T-Cloths, or Jeans there was no altera- 
tion to note ; inquiry and settlements very small. White Shirtings— 
64 reed, Tl. 1.88 to 1.973; 6 and 7 Ib. T-Cloths—at Tls. 1.08 to 1.25 
for common to Mexican 6 lbs., and Tis. 1.18 to 1.43 for 56 to 70 counts 
of 7 lbs. Jeans, Tls. 1.90 per piece. Drills maintained their hold on 
the attentions of the trade; imports on a very heavy scale, but clear- 
ances equal to current supplies. Shectings: 7,000 pieces Americans 
resold, at Tls. 3.77 ; English, 15 lbs., changed hands at Tls. 2.80 to 2.85. 
Woollens—Medium and Broad Cloths taken to some extent at former 
prices. In Long Ells a small parcel of Orange at Tls. 5.20 to 5.25 and 
one of Assorted at Tls. 6.30 had been the principal transactions of the 
week, 

Foocuow.—The following sales had been made during the week : 
950 pieces 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings at $2.70 to $2.75 per piece ; and 
1,000 pieces 7 Ibs. T-Cloths at $2. 10 per piece. Lead was quoted at 
$8 per picul to teamen. 

Hoxce Konc.—Yarns were in moderate demand, and prices were 
maintained. A slight improvement had occurred in enquiry for Grey 
Shirtings, and holders were firm. Drills were not wanted. In Woollens, 
Camlets were steadily held. In Metals, fair sale of Lead had been 
made at about last rates ; Quicksilver had declined $5 per picul. The 
demand for Coals had not improved. Rice had advanced, and values 
were 7 cents per picul above those of last mail. 

MantLa.—A moderate business in plain staples had been done during 
the fortnight, and the downward tendency of prices lately noticeable 
had been arrested. There were, however, fair supplies of goods in 
dealers’ hands and they displayed no anxiety to operate largely at cur- 
rent prices. In coloured goods less business had been done and rates 
for them were stationary. 

Saicon.—The market was rather heavily stocked with goods, and as 
the consumption was unusually limited, but an insignificant businesa 
had been transacted, mostly in 84]bs. Grey Shirtingsand 5lb. T-Cloth, 
Quotations, Grey Shirtings 8}1b. $2.65 per piece ; Grey Shirtings 7lb. 
$2.22}, per piece ; Irish Linen No. 150, $1.65 per piece ; T-Cloth, 6 lb, 
$1.65 per piece ; T-Cloth, 5 lb., $1.374 per piece, 
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Banoxox.—The past month had been a period of almost complete 
stagnation in the Import market, owing to the prevalence of cholera, 
and though the disease had nearly ceased‘ business continued exceed- 
ingly dull, and transactions were on the most limited scale.

TEA. 

YoxoraMa.—Business had continued about on a par with that re- 
ported by last Pacific mail, and settlements had amounted to ‘about 
6,000 piculs of all grades, and had been made at a decline of $1 to 2 
perpicul. Stocks were steadily increasing and showed a marked falling 
off in quality. Finest and choice leaf continued very scarce. The 
Clara Bell had sailed with 151,251 lbs. for San Francisco; the Eliza 
Shaw was loading for New York direct. Quotations : Medium, $27 to 
80 per picul ; Good Medium, $32 to 35 per picul ; Fine, $37 to 40 per 
picul ; Finest, $43 to 48 per picul ; Choice, $50 and upwards. 

Hankow advices report the settlement of only 7,000 chests, at prices 
which still continued in favour of buyers. 

. SHANGHAI.— Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular says :—Black Teas : 
We have to advise but a limited buisness during the past week, buyers 
seeming unwilling to go on at present rates. The total reported settle- 
ments have been 9,930 chests ut prices ranging from Ts. 12 to 28 per 

icul, which figures do not show any material change in values from 
bse mail’s quotations, Reshipments have amounted to 897 chests, and 
the stock is estimated at 38,000 chests. (Green Teas : Settlements 
during the week are as follows: 6,189 half-chests Pinsueys at Tls. 284 
to 44; 1,726 half-chests Teenkai at Tls. 38 to 39; 505 half-chests Moyune 
at Tis. 38; 922 half-chests Fychow at Tls. 32; 1,083 half-chests Local 
packed at Tls. 27 to 29. Supplies of Country teas are coming forward 
very slowly, owing to the drought in the interior; so far we have re- 
ceived only 5 chops Teenkai, 4 chops Moyune, 9 chops Fychow, and 3 
chops Taiping. Judging from these few teas we do not consider the 
Teenkais and Fychows to show any improvement upon last season ; 
they are again very deficient in make and colour, caused, in a measure, 
by making the chops of rather better proportion ; the liquor is however 
fairly good. The Moyunes received are not sufficiently good in quality 
to enable us to make a comparison, but it is expected that the crop 
from this district will prove superior to last season. Business in Ping- 
sueys has continued at about previous rates. Up to within the last day 
or two no transactions in Country teas took place, but some English 
houses entered the market, and besides the Teas reported above, we 
hear of a few more chops being taken ; the prices of Teenkais show a 
reduction of Tls. 2 to 3 as compared with the chop settled a fortnight 
ago, making a reduction of Tls. 6 to 8 on last year’s opening rates. 
The stock consists of 10,148 half-chests Pinsuey, 1,432 half-chests 
Teenkai, 4,761 half-chests Fychow, 1,358 half-chests Moyune, 1,203 
yalf-chests Taiping, and about 3,000 half-chests Local packed. 

Foocnow.—A large business had been done during the week. Congou: 
Settlements had been 34,145 chests at Tis, 4 to 24 and one small chop 
at Tls. 33. During the earlier part of the week settlements were made 
on somewhat better terms ; at the close, however, prices, though some- 
what irregular, showed little change from previous quotations. Second 
Crop teas from the upper districts had been taken rather freely at Tis. 
19 to 23}, showing a decline of about one to two taels upon last year's 
rates. Arrivals 40,300 chests. Souchong : Settlements 1,300 chests at 
Tis. 13 to 34. Rates fully maintained. Arrivals 1,700 chests. Oolong : 
Settlements 400 half-chests at Tls.18. Arrivals 12,600 half-chests. 
Scented Teas : Settlements 11,800 boxes Scented Orange Pekoe at Ts. 
223 to 35, and 1,500 boxes Scented Caper at Tls. 20 to 234. Arrivals 
13,800 boxes. Flowery Pckoe : Settlements 400 chests at Ts 35 to 39. 
Arrivals 400 chests. The departures had been the Georgina and August 
for Melbourne, Acacia for Sydney, and Ziska for Dunedin; the s.s. 
Glenroy and the ship Norman Court for London, the former taking 
1,925,000 lbs. and the latter 1,147,000 lbs. tea. 

Amoy.—No settlements of either Congou or Ooloong had been made, 
and there was nothing of interest to communicate. 

Canton.-—Owing to the unfavourable tone of advices from home, 
business had been almost at a standstill, and though Teamen would ac- 
cept somewhat lower rates, buyers were not inclined to operate except 
at a further considerable reduction. Sales for the week were reported 
as follows :—Scented Caper, 1,000 boxes at Tls. 18 to 19 per picul ; 
Scented Orange Pekoe, 700 at Tls. 25 to 26; Gunpowder, 1,000 at 
Tis. 15 to 16. Thes.r. Menelaus sailed for London on 6th August, 
taking 148,790 lbs. Congou, 54,730 lbs. Scented Caper, 35,976 lbs. 
Scented Orange Pekoe, 13,735 lbs. Ooloongs, 40,000 lbs. Gunpowder, 
240 Ibs. Souchong, and 750 lbs. Pouchong—making a total of 294,221 
Ibs. Tea from Canton waters. 

SILK. 


YoxouaMa.—Settlements for the fortnight amounted to 550 bales; 
the quality had not shown much improvement, and no really good par- 
cels had come to hand. Prices showed a decline of $10 per picul, and 
the market closed weak. Arrivals had been ona slightly better scale, 
and the stock was slightly increased. Settlements to date 1,100 bal 
against, 1872-8, 2,100 bales ; 1871-2, 1,300 bales ; stock 800 bales, 

SHancual.—The week had been one of the most active since the 
beginning of the season, but telegrams received from London, bringing 
continued bad advices, had towards the close pretty well put a stop to 
business. Prices had ruled much the same as last reported, but clored 
weaker. Chinese had been pressing the sale of their Silks and taking 
an interest in their shipments. The demand had run chiefly on chop 
Silks, which had been taken at from Tls. 475 to Tls. 490 for No. 3. 
Good market Silks with chop papers had also been bought readily, nor 
had common kinds been altogether neglected, the low prices of the 
latter tempting some buyers. Settlements for this week are 2,000 bales ; 
total settlements to date, 14,000; tutal receipts, 22,500 ; total export, 
12,680 ; unsold stock, 8,500. 

Canton.—A fair business had been done during the week at about 
the figures quoted for last: mail, notwithstanding the fact that most of 
the parcels on offer had been second crop Silks of very inferior quality. 
Additional settlements aggregated 2,500 bales, making the total settle- 
ments to date 14,500 bales, and the unsold stock was 9,500 bales.

The Amethyst, corvette, which was commissioned some time since 
for the China Station, is nearly ready for s:1. Captain Alfred John 
Chatfield has been appointed to the command of the vessel, vice Captain 
F. R. Purvis. Captain Chattield entered the navy in 1846. He served 
as midshipman in the Scout in China, and in the Ganges m the Medi- 
terranean, and was wrecked in the Ganges’ boat at Salamis Bay, on a 
barren rock, when only six were saved out of a crew of eighteen, after 
fifty hours’ exposure, twelve men and an officer being frozen to death. 
He afterwards served as lieutenant in the Gladiator in the Baltic and 
the Crimea, and received three medals and one clasp. He became first 
lieutenant of the Alacrity and the Cornwallis, and was put in command 
of the Spanker, gun-boat. He was promoted to the rank of commander 
in 1862, and served as commander of the St. Jean d’Acre, the Shannon, 
and the Nimble, till he was promoted in 1868. In 1866 he received the 
thanks of the Admiralty for getting the Nimble off the shore at Nassau, 
where she had been blown, high and dry, at low water, and during a 
terrific hurricane. : 

The Adventure, iron-screw troop ship, Commander the Hon. Albert 
D. S. Denison, arrived at Portsmouth on the 13th inst. with military 
invalids, time-expired men, &c., from Hong Kong, Singapore, and 
Gibraltar ; naval invalids, the officers and crews paid off from the Zebra 
and Leven, on the China Station, prisoners, &c. The military passen- 
gers were eight officers, 222 men, 17 women, and 51 children. In addi- 
tion to the paid-off crews, there were 90 naval officers and 77 men 
invalided, and 14 prisoners, the total number of passengers brought by 
the Adventure being 695. She left Hong Kong, May 24; Singapore, 
June 7; Port Louis, July 2; Cape of Good Hope, July 21; Ascension, 
August 9; St. Vincent, August 21; Teneriffe, August 28; Gibraltar, 
September 5. There were six deaths during the voyage between Hong 
Kong and the Cape, but none afterwards. The passengers were landed, 
and the Adventure has left Portsmouth for Sheerness, to be paid out 
of commission. She has been absent from England upwards of ten 
years. 


We understand that as many as sixty applications from this country 
for medical appointments in the Atchinese Expedition have been re- 
ceived by the Dutch Government ; but, so far as we know, at present 
the services of only two Englishmen have been accepted. These are 
Dr. Charles Mayo, Fellow of New College, Oxford, formerly Director 
of the Alice Hospital, Darmstadt ; and Mr. J. C. Galton, M.A., M.R.C.S., 
formerly staff-surgeon in the same, hospital. These gentlemen leave 
England on the 27th inst. 

Surgeon R. E. Bredon, M.B., late 97th Regiment, has arrived home 
on leave of absence, from Barbados. It is stated that Mr. Bredon is 
about to retire from the service to proceed to Peking, where he has ob- 
tained a valuable appointment in the Chinese Civil Service.

THE TRADE OF JAPAN.—CONSULAR REPORTS. 
A Blue-book containing the Commercial Reports for the year 
1872 from Her Majesty’s Consuls at Hakodadi, Hiogo-Osaka, 
Kanagawa, and Nagasaki, together with a summary by Sir 
Harry Parkes, has been published. We append a summary of 
the Reports. 
HAKODADI. 

Mr. James Troup, Acting Consul, reports :— 

The import trade of Hakodadi, never a large one, shows little notable 
variation for the past year. The import of foreign goods into this 
place is almost entirely in the hands of Japanese, who bring them from 
Yokohama, That this trade must be one of some importance is evident 
from the quantities of foreign articles displayed for sale in the native 
shops—manufactures, made clothing, lamps and other utensils, foreign 
stores, and a multitude of other miscellaneous articles. I have been 
quite unable to obtain coimplete details of such imports, which find 
their way here partly in Japanese vessels, and partly in the steamers of 
the Pacitic Mail Company. Sugar and some miscellaneous articles are 
imported by Chinese. On the imports and exporta generally in foreign 
bottoms the increase amounts to $253,763. ‘The total duties levied at 
the Custom-house on imports and exports are as follows :—

Exports 8,965 
Total ... $9,293 


Among other matters affecting the commerce of the port, I have to 
note a proclamation which appeared early in the year, remitting all im- 
port and export duties on native trade. The object of this cuncession 
to the native merchants was stated to be that the town might recover 
its prosperity, which had been impaired by the civil war. In the early 
part of the year also a notification was issued by the local authorities 
to native merchants, prohibiting the circulation of promissory notes, 
Such notes had come largely into circulation here, on somewhat the 
same fvoting as if they had been Bank notes. They were, however, 
issued by apparently anyone who could find another to accept his 
notes ; were addressed to nobody, and circulated without any endorse- 
ment on them by the parties through whose hands they might pass, 
The authorities, to put a atop to this dangerous and growing nuisance, 
{asued the proclamation, which had the effect desired. The notification 
ef the Government, of June 1, 1872, prohibiting the mortgage of 
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houses or lands to foreigners, cannot but have n limiting effe. on the 
employment of foreign capital in the trade and industry of this part of 
Japan ; and I am further under the impression that the issue of this 
notification by the Central Government has been allowed to give en- 
couragement to resistance and delay of the settlement of just claims 
of British merchants. This leads me to remark, as | am compelled to 
do, on the delay, amounting practically almost to neglect, on the part 
of the Japanese authorities in the matter of deciding upon and settling 
ordinary claims of British merchants on Japanese. I have no reason 
to attribute this delay to any hostile motive ; but the want of adequate 
attention to such ordinary business, or of proper machinery for trans- 
acting the same, is a fruitful source of just complaint to British mer- 
chants here, who can hardly, in effect, calculate upon a judicial remedy 
in the case of violated engagements of Japanese merchants. 

The general foreign shipping of the port shows a decrease of one in 
the number of vessels on that for 1871, but on the other hand an in- 
crease in tonnage of 17,089 tons. British shipping by itaelf shows a 
decrease of 12 vessels and §,477 tons on that for 1871; other foreign 
shipping, an increase of 11 vessels and 23,566 tons. This increase is 
entirely owing to the American shipping, the steamers of the Pacific 
Mail Company now running regularly to this port, where the company 
last year established an agency. 

Under the head of Public Works there are some things to be noted 
during the past year, the most important of which is probably the new 
road extending from Hakodadi towards Sapporu (or Satsuporu). Over 
ninety miles of this road have been made, and it is intended, I under- 
stand, to complete the remainder this year. The Local Government of 
Hakodadi has also done a good deal towards improving the streets of 
the town. A new style of building, siinilar to that of Europeans, has 
been ad»pted in the construction of houses fur the Government officials, 
and a new Custom-house. The security and cleanliness of the town 
has been further improved by the institution of a police force, on the 
model, I understand, of that which exists in Yokohama, 

The total of the fereign population has somewhat decreased since 
1871. The adult male European and American residents are now dis- 
tributed as follows :—British 11, Americans 5, Russians 2, Germans 2, 
French 2, Danish 1, total 23. 

From the tables appended to the report we learn that the 
value of the import to foreign countries during the year was 
£4,947, and to other Japanese ports, £52,551. The exports 
were—to foreign countries, £93,761 ; to other ports in Japan, 
£58,396. 

HIOGO-OSAKA. 

Mr. Consul Gower’s report says :— 

The value of imports in 1872 was nearly double the value of the 
imports in 1871. There has been an increase in nearly all departments, 
except that of arms and ammunition, the demand for which has almost 
entirely ceased. Large numbers of rifles in guod condition have been 
sold as low asa dollar each ; and during the past year, instead of the 
import trade of former years, it has been found profitable to export 
them. 

Exports show even a larger proportional increase. This has been 
caused in.a great measure by an abnormal export of rice, and of copper 
and bronze ; but there is also a steady increase observable in the staple 
articles of tea and tobacco. The price of rice was reduced so much by 
the abundant harvest of 1871 that the Government was induced to 
abandon the rule which prohibited the export of this article of food ; 
and during the past year not only the rice received in payment of the 
current taxcs, but also large quantities which had accumulated in the 
granaries of the different provinces before the direct administration of 
these had been taken over by the Central Government, have been 
shipped off to a foreign market, principally to China and England. All 
these shipments, however, have been made on Government account, and 
the restriction on the export of rice on private account has in no way 
been relaxcd. It is, I think, to be regretted that the Ciovernment, 
while disposing of the produce which belonged to it in the best market 
that could be found, had not allowed the same liberty of trade to all 
the people. A large portion of the bronze exported has been furnished 
by the Buddhist temples. The discouragement given to that sect by 
the Government—anxious to favour and foster Shintvism, the ancient 
national religion—and the appropriation to imperial purposes of the 
revenues of many of the temples, have induced the priests to realise as 
much of their movable property as possible; and the massive bells, 
which formed such a striking feature of these teinples, have, with other 
bronze articles of use or ornament, found their way inte the hands of 
foreign merchants. The high prices of copper at home made it profit- 
able to ship the bronze to Enyland, and then extract from it the copper 
which it contained. As I forwarded in October last a report by Mr. 
Wilkinson on the tea trade of this district, I need not here go over the 
same ground again. But I may observe that the prospect entertained 
when that report was written, that the trade of the present season 
would be largely in excess of any previous soaxon, has for sv far been 
realised. The shipments of tobacco show a steady increas?’ and this 
leaf promises to become an important article of export. The kinds 
brought to Osaka and Hivgo for sale come principally from Bichin and 
Bungo, in the island of Kinchin. 

Shipping shows an’ increase, especially at Osaka, at which port was 
shipped a large portion of the rice exported on Government account, 
The total increase has been 66 vessels, of 46,816 tons. An excess of 
foreign shipping over British at Hiogo is due to the frequent voyages 
made by the Pacific mail steamers. If the number and tonnage of 
these steamers were deducted, British shipping would show a conai- 
derable excess over that of all other nations put together. 

On the foreign settlement at Hiogo, consisting of 126 lots, the last 
five were recently disposed of by the local Japanese authorities, at prices 
which show that the favourable opinion hitherto entertained as to the 
value of property on the settlement still continues. Building has 
been carried on steadily during the year ; and the largest warehouses 
and stores built by foreigners in Japan have been erected at this port. 
The stroets—which are regular, spacious and well druined—have been 

ised ; and large wells are being sunk in different parts of the 
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settlement in order to give a more abundant and a more convenient 
supp "sof water. 

In*1870 I entertained the hope that the proposed railway would be 
pushed on with equal rapidity from both ends. But this has not been 
done ; and while the Yedo and Yokohama section has for several months 
past been opened to the public, the slow progress on the line between 
Hiogo and Osaka hag given rise to fears that it will not be completed 
till late in 1874. The telegraph between Hivgo and Osaka, Kioto, Yuko- 
hama, and Yedo, notwithstanding the too frequent interruptions in the 
working of it, has proved a great convenienco. 

The total of the imports from England and other forei¢n coun- 
tries for the year is set down at $4,246,779, against $1,739,343 
in 1IN71. Exports are set down at $5,678,224, against $2,238,689, 
thus exhibiting an increase for last year of $3,439,535. The 
values of both imports and exports are exclusive of treasure, of 
which the import in 1872 was $4,649,900, and the export 
$3,923,790. ‘The number of foreign residents at Hiogo had in- 
creased during the year from 29 to 373, and at Osaka from 73 
to SL. 

NAGASAKI. 

From the report of Mr. Consul Flowers we Icarn that the 
import trade from England and other countries amounted to 
$1,856,549, avainst $1,545,432 in 1871, an increase of $311,117. 
The import trade from open ports in Japan amounted to 372,747, 
against $59,636, a decrease of $16,889, The import trade direct 
from England amounted to $105,421, against $78,755, an in- 
crease of $26,633. The import trade in British vessels as distin- 
guished from foreign amounted to $492,131, against $278,125, 
an increase of $214,006. The export trade to England and other 
countries amounted to $2,742,786, against 82,379,946, an increase 
of $362,840. The export trade to open ports in Japan amoun- 
ted to $436,624, avainst $143,537, an increase of $293,087. The 
export trade direct to England amounted to $407,599, against 
$113,837, an increase of $293,762. The export trade in British 
vessels, as distinguished from foreign, amounted to $752,195, 
against $568,599, an increase of $183,596. 

With reference to these figures Mr. Flowers says :— 

Tn contrasting the present returns with those of the previous year, it 
will be observed that an increase has taken place in both imports and 
exports. The aggregate out-turn of the trade of the port, including 
imports and exports, has amounted to 35,108,706, against $4,158,551 
the previous year, showing a balance in favour of 1872 of $950,155. 
The import trade shows an increase of $294,228 as compared with last 
year. The tables show but a sinall direct import trade from England, 
buat these figures must not be taken as a criterion of all the business 
with England, since most of the manufactures intended for Nagasaki are 
now shipped from England, ve the Suez Canal to Shanghai, and thence 
by the American steamers to this port, and they therefore only tigure in 
the table of gencral imports under all flags. The import trade during 
the past year has been the general one of cotton and wovllen manufac- 
tures, metals, and coals, the latter, however, only intended for Her 
Majesty's Government. There has been no exceptional import business 
such as vccurred three years ago, when rice was svarce in Japan. [t 
is noticeable that the deinand for lead has entirely ceased in Nagasuki, 
which, in the old times of the war preparations of the Daimios, was a 
large one. 

Deliveries of piece goods seem to have been about the same as last 
year ; but, owing to the low prices that have ruled in Shanghai, by 
which market this is governed, as far as grey shirtinys, T-cloths, cam- 
brica, and some other staples are concerned, transactions have generally 
been unremunerative. Black lustres, cotton yarn of the coarser num- 
bers, black velvets, and some other classes of fancy gooda, may be ex- 
cepted from the above remarks, as prices obtained for these have 
yielded a more satisfactory result. In metals, since the middle of the 
year, a good demand has existed for nail, rod, and bar iron, but in other 
kinds there has not been much done. 

The Export trade has been much larger than usual, especially in the 
staple productions of this province—tea, tubacco, wax, and coal. In 
the commencement of the season a good deal of tea was expurted to 
Shanghai, and during the year a very large proportion of vur supplies 
have been sent to Hiogo and Yokohama, but the trade to England of 
prepared teas has not been so large as usual, owing to low prices at 
home and high prices out here. The new teas proved well up to the 
average, and in many cases a considerable improvement in the make of 
the leaf was observable. 

During the year four sailing ships have loaded direct cargoes of 
tobacco fur England ; and, fur the first time, a steamer, the Achilles, 
has taken direct to London more than would have filled an ordinary- 
sized sailing vessel. Prices paid during the year have been higher than 
usual, but as the demand in Europe fur Japan tobacco seems a steadily 
improving one, the prices paid will probably not be found to have been 
excessive. This trade has undoubtedly been of considerable protit to the 
cultivators of tobacco, and it will probably be much increased in future. 
Creater care than usual seems to have been taken in the preparation 
and packing of the tobacco, and the quantity of unsound and heated 
leaf bas been consequently much smaller thau in previous seasons, 

Ags mentioned in former reports, the high cost here of wax prevented 
for two years any trade being dono therein. The result was a large 
accumulation of stocks in native hands. Prices having at last come 
down, and prospects having improved at home, there has been a re- 
newal of shipments to Europe, and during 1872 a large business has 
been transacted. The trade in coal also shows a large increase upon 
that of former years. Takasima coal, produced within eight miles of the 
harbour, has found its principal support from the Pacific mail steamers 
and men-of-war. A very large increase must be looked for during the 
ensuing year, as extensive machinery, lately procured from England, is 
now nearly in working order. On this subject I can only again refer to 
the arguments used each year, that in order to place the general coal 
trade of Nagasaki upon a good footing, every step should be taken to 
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reduce the first cost of coals thronghout this province—firstly, in its 
production ; and secondly, in bringing it to market. 

The new coinage so far has had very little effect in stopping the 
heavy fluctuations in exchange, which have been the cause of so much 
loss to merchants. The scarcity of the old Mexican dollar, coupled 
with the prejudice against the new “Scale Dollar,” has caused much 
uneasiness. The effect of this prejudice has been felt mcre especinlly 
at this port owing to the large number of Chinese merchants residing 
here, who, in order to meet their engagements in China, had to purchase 
the old dollar with yen at a discount, gradually increasing as the dollar 
became scarcer. 

The tutal amount of tonnage inwards and outwards, as shown, is 
477,376 tons, against 665.836 tons reported in 1871, and the total num- 
ber of vessels entered and cleared is 509, against 501 the previous year. 
An improvement has taken place in British shipping, 211 vessels of a 
tonnage of 72,458 tons having entered and cleared, against 171 vessels 
of a tonnage of 67,421 tons in 1871, giving 40 vessels of a tonnage of 
5,037 tonsa in favour of 1872. 

The past year has seen great changes in the whole country, and in 
Nagasaki they are very apparent. Some of them—such for instance as 
the almost compulsory adoption of European styles of dress and living 
—cannot be too much regretted, but others are noticeable which will 
doubtless prove advantageous. Many of the Samurai class are now 
attending to trade, and great numbers are busying theinselves as manu- 
facturers, The necessity which all are now under of providing them- 
selves with a livelihood must bring out such resources and energies as 
the people and country possess, A great and serious drawback still 
attaches to this port froin the want of proper roads into the interior, 
and to do this province justice the Government cannot be too strongly 
urged to improve those which at present exist. If only a portion of 
the capital lately applied to the colonisation and road-making of Yesso 
could be spared tu Kiusiu the results would be far different. 

Some annoyance has been caused to our mercantile community by 
the increased delay and expense imposed upon them by the Custom. 
house in landing and shipping goods. The cause of the delays in ob- 
taining permits, and the unnecessary rule now enforced that all goods 
must be brought to a jetty that cannot be approached at low tides 
seems to be that the officials are fettered with new orders from Yedo’s 
and have not sufficient authority here tu alter them sv as to suit the 
port ; also that the many new forins introduced into the Custom-house 
serve only to perplex the junior otticers. It is to be hoped that in 
time things under thes2 new orders will work more smoothly. 

During the past year no new public works have been instituted, but 
T hear that in the native town a few Japanese propose starting gas- 
works to supply a portion of the town and foreign settlement. The 
proprietors are at present negotiating for the necessary Government 
pertnission. Should it be granted, there is no doubt the enterprise will 
be a successful one, considering the cheapness of fuel and labour. 

The Blue-book closes with a series of tables and a summary 
compiled by Sir Harry Parkes, which present a general view of 
the foreign trade of Japan for the year 1872, as compared with 
1S71, and which show that there had been a very large increase 
in trade, both as regards imports and exports. This increase is 
shown by the tables to have amounted to nearly $8,500,000 in 
imports, and over $5,000,000 in exports, or in all to upwards of 
$13,500,000, The improvement in trade was general at all the 
ports, the increase—in round nuimbers-—being $7,000,000 at 
Kanagawa, 85,000,000 at Hiogo-Osaka, $750,000 at Nagasaki, 
and $131,009 at Hakodadi. The figures are thus summarised :—

There were large operations in treasure during the year, the 
total of the imports and exports being $32,451,970, against 
$15,335,562 in 1871, an increase in favour of 1872 of $17,500,000, 
This increase is placed by Sir Harry Parkes to the account of 
the large dealings in bullion entered into by the Japanese Go- 
vernment. The Government Mint had coined about $29,000,000 
worth of bullion during the year. The slowness with which coin 
had been allowed to pass into circulation is noticed by Sir Harry 
Parkes as one of the inexplicable features of the Japanese 
financial system. The returns of shipping at all the ports exhibit 
a favourable comparison with those of 1871. 

Sir Harry Parkes supplements his Report with the following 
remarks :— 

The progress of public works forms an interesting feature in the re- 
ports of Her Majesty's Consuls. The first section of the Trunk Rail- 
way intended to connect Yedo and Yokohama with Kioto, Osaka, and 
Hivogo has been opened, and already attracts more trattic than it can 
conveniently carry on a single line of rail, The section connecting 
Hivgo with Osaka will be opened, it is hoped, in about twelve months. 
The telegraphic wires have been stretched for some months past from 
Yedo to Nagasaki, but the line, which is 830 miles long, is not yet pro- 
nounced in working order. When finished it will connect Yedo and 
Yokohama, Hiogo and Osaka, and Nagasaki with the telegraphic system 
of the world ; and the delay in this useful work, when apparently so 
close upon completion, is therefure the more to be regretted. It has 
been found, however, that the desire evinced by the Japanese officials 
to take an early share in the execution and management of such works, 
and to confine within a limited scope the efforts of their foreign em- 
ployés, occasions obstructions and delays, and causes less real advance 
in this respect than might otherwise have been looked for from #0 ens 
terprising a people,

THE PENANG WHARF SCHEME. 

THE mercantile community in Penang—or at any rate 
the leading spirits among them—came to the conclusion 
two or three years ago thata wharf would prove of great 
service to the trade and prosperity of their Settlement. 
This idea was first mooted in May, 1869, by Mr. Joun 
ALLAN, of the firm of SANDILANDS, BuTTERY, and Co., 
he being, at the date referred to, Chairman of the Penang 
Exchange, and it was settled some time after this to organ- 
ise a joint-stock company for carrying the project into 
effect. Accordingly, in 1871, certain gentlemen enrolled 
themselves as “ Promoters of the Penang Wharf Scheme,” 
and in September, 1872, in consequence of an elaborate 
report furnished to them by the engineer whose profes- 
sional services they had employed, they enlarged the 
objects of their association, and decided not only to erect 
the wharf, as originally proposed, but to secure, if possible, 
from the Government a free grant of certain foreshores and 
mud bank south of the existing jetty, and then at their 
own expense to reclaim and fill in the whole. Up to that 
time Mr. ALLAN had been an active supporter of the wharf 
scheme, but he seems to have made up his mind—whether 
for sound reasons or unsound ones is immaterial—that 
the land reclamation project would be detrimental to the 
rights and privileges enjoyed by his firm over that part of 
the foreshore to be reclaimed which runs in front of their 
own premises. He probably also considered on general 
grounds that this new suggestion would prejudice the public 
interests, and, therefore, though still favourable to the 
notion of erecting a wharf, he opposed any concession of 
the full ownership of the Government foreshore to the joint- 
stock company which it was in contemplation to create ; 
and, while stronyly doubting whether the reclamation of 
the foreshore would prove of any utility, he declares that 
if done at all it ought to be done by the Government, who 
would be likely to take the public interests into account far 
more than any private association could be expected to 
do. Such being Mr. ALLAN’s avowed opinions, he pro- 
ceeded, under the guidance of his legal advisers, to take 
certain steps for making these opinions prevail. It is not 
our purpose to enter into a discussion here upon the merits 
or demerits of the land reclamation scheme. The project 
may be a brilliant engineering conception, or it may be 
among the most disastrous speculations that have ever been 
set afloat. Possibly a wharf is the one thing needed to 
raise Penang to unrivalled commercial eminence, or perhaps 
it may turn out a wholly undesirable undertaking. These 
points for the present we wish to set aside ; and we invite 
our readers to consider what sort of action ALLAN really 
took in opposing the foreshore reclamation, and whether 
he has been wiscly or fairly dealt with in consequence by 
the Chamber of Commerce at Penang. 

In a small pamphlet which Mr. ALLAN has recently 
issued, he tells us that from the time that the land recla- 
mation scheme was mooted, he has steadily protested 
against it as proposed to be carried out by its promoters. 
He is also very frank in explaining the reasons for his 
opposition. First, the value of the concession asked for by 
the promoters of the undertaking is so great that he agrees 
with the Governor of Singapore, who “was not prepared to 
make it” to any private company, but who suggested that the 
Administration should themselves reclaim the land referred 
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to, and then lease so much of its area to those who had 
constructed the wharf as might be required for the purposes 
of their undertaking. Again, he maintains that in the pro- 
moters’ scheme no due provision is made for reserving pri- 
vate rights over the foreshore, such as those of his firm, or 
for compensating those whose property might be injured. 
Among these latter he would include, not merely himself 
and his partners, but the owners of land and houses along 
Beach-street, whose premises would be likely seriously to 
decline in value when new and extensive godowns had been 
erected on the three acres of reclaimed land. The fore- 
going contains an outline of Mr. ALLAN’S views ; for our 
purpose it matters not whether they be wholly untenable, 
or whether they are of the gravest import to the entire 
mercantile community in his Settlement. We propose to 
see what Mr. ALLAN did to enforce these views, and what 
was the treatment which his conduct at the hands of the 
Penang Chamber of Commerce. 

On the 8th April the promoters of the Wharf Scheme 
presented a petition to the Governor and Council at Singa- 
pore, asking for the concessions which they allege to be 
essential for carrying out their project. Mr. ALLAN states 
—and his assertion has nowhere been contradicted—that 
this petition was settled and forwarded at a time when he 
was absent through illness, and that he received no intima- 
tion of it whatever. “ By mere accident I heard of it, after 
“it had gone down to Singapore, and had been presented to 
“ the Council.” On the 12th of May he wrote to inform the 
Chairman of the Promoters that his firm intended to oppose 
the scheme to the utmost in the Legislative Council, and on 
the 20th of the same month his legal adviser, Mr. AITKEN, 
in Singapore (to whom he had telegraphed a general 
authority—there being no time to furnish specific instruc- 
tions—to act in the interests of the firm), laid a petition 
against the promoters’ scheme on the table of the Singapore 
Council. In this petition Mr. AITKEN—on his own respon- 
sibility, as he himself informs us—inserted the following 
clause :— 

“That in addition to the private wrong which will accrue to your peti- 
tioners and others if the promoters of the said scheme obtain the conces- 
sions they ask fur, the said scheme, however profitable to its shareholders 
and promoters, will be likely to cause great public injury by the silting up 
of the harbour, consequent on the works of the proposed company, so 
that vessels will no longer be able to lie where they do now; and fur- 
ther, that the said promoters, by their said petition, ask for a free grant 
of public property of considerable value, and which, as appears from 
their own statement, may be made of very large value, without any 
consideration, and not only without offering any corresponding advan- 
tage to the public, but without any guarantee that the exclusive 
privileges which they seek, and which amount almost to a monopoly of 
the landing and shipping trade of the port of Penang, will not be 
abused by the imposition of excessive tolls and dues, or otherwise.” 

The insertion of the above paragraph gave great offence 
to the promoters, and, accordingly, they convened a special 
general meeting of the Penang Chamber of Commerce, 
of which Mr. ALLAN happened to be the chairman, and on 
the motion of one of the promoters carried a resolution 
protesting against, and condemning, “The liberty taken 
“by that gentleman, on behalf of his firm, in asserting 
“that the scheme would be productive of injury to public 
“ interests, for the purpose of misleading the members of 
“ the Legislative Council.” 

Another resolution called on Mr. ALLAN to resign his 
post as chairman. At a second meeting of the Penang 
Chamber of Commerce, again got up by the rival promoters, 
and held very soon after the arrival of Mr. AITKEN’s letter, 
it was resolved, on the motion of the promoters, that Mr. 
AITKEN and his letter be ignored, that Mr. JoHN ALLAN 
be deposed from his chairmanship, and Mr. WALTER Scort, 
the chairman of the promoters, be elected to fill his place. 
Mr. ALLAN in consequence withdrew his name and that of 
his firm from the list of members of the Penang Chamber, 
and has since published a letter of his own and other papers 
which will furnish at greater length than our space permits 
a résumé of the case. It is a pity that gentlemen who are so 
quick to take offence at a man who has been endeavouring 
to protect his own interests by regular and legal means 
should themselves over-ride the constituted ordinances of 
the association in whose name and under whose banner 
they have been levelling their attacks at a foe. What we 
wish to ask all those members of the Penang community 
who have assisted lately in condemning Mr. ALLAN, and 
who have sought in voting for those resolutions to filch from 
their chairman his good name, is to reflect whetherit isa fair 
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and honest proceeding thus to combine in an attack upon 
a sitivle individual, who, not wishing his own property to 
be interfered with, has gone to his lawyers and adopted the 
only legal means allowed for maintaining his interests. It 
is not Mr. ALLAN who is to judge the scheme; he simply 
petitions against it, the decision rests with others who are 
in authority, and not with him. Has not every pleader a 
right to make his case in Court as strong as possible? Is 
he to be punished for putting forward opinions which he 
believes will make in favour of his views? If those 
opinions are preposterously incorrect, let his adversaries 
-disprove them; they can find no difficulty in that. If 
they cannot be readily disproved, this may perhaps be 
because they will turn out at last to be right. Is one 
member of a firm to be blamed because the lawyer 
who is charged with the interests of all the partners 
takes such action and makes such assertions on their 
behalf as he himself believes to be desirable, and also 
himself on his part holds to be true? Mr. ALLAN, too, 
assures the public that he believes, for reasons which he 
also supplies, that the land reclamation project will be 
seriously prejudicial to the general welfare of the Settle- 
ment. This, he says, is the main cause of his opposition 
to it. It cannot be proved that he does not think so. And 
on what principle of justice, therefore, can those be acting 
who proceed to impale him—morally, for taking a course 
which he says is for the public advantage, and which has 
not as yet been decided to be otherwise by the authorities 
whose real function it is to pronounce on the merits and 
demerits of the scheme ? Such treatment of an antagonist 
is wholly unworthy of Englishmen. Every man’s lawyers 
have a fair right to make the best of their client's case ; it 
is not the accuser’s business to take up the cudgels and give 
amanadrubbing because he attempts to refute a charge. It 
is not fair to impute self-interested motives to a man of 
local eminence when he lays claim to publie-spirited 
motives, and tells us what those motives are. The pro- 
moters have a pet scheme of their own, which they wish to 
earry out; Mr. ALLAN adopts constitutional means to resist 
it. Let the powers that be decide the dispute, but we 
protest against the conduct of that side which has formed 
itself into a clique, and endeavoured to crush, stifle, and 
trample out by moral violence the only man of sufticient 
influence to be a leader who has taken up the case in 
opposition to the promoters, a man whose motives have 
not yet been proved to be other than patriotic, and whose 
arguments are still unshaken, and may chance to turn out 
to be true, 














THE SHANGHAL INSURANCE CASE. 

THE decision of the Court at Shanghai, in the case of 
“Situ ¢. the North China Insurance Company,” has created 
much interest in mereantile circles. It must be borne in 
mind that when a case is brought into Court many pleas 
are, for legal purposes, put upon the record, and arguments 
used by both sides, which the Court may uphold, but which 
neither party would think of applying to the ordinary tran- 
sactions of business. So many decisions have been given 
upon it, that there is, in the insurance world, very little 
doubt what losses and expenses would be excluded by the 
F.P.A. stipulation, which at one time was worded simply, 
“Warranted free from average, unless general, or the 
ship be stranded.” And it is with the view of modifying 
its action that the verbiage has been from time to time 
varied, and forms of words similar to those mentioned by 
our correspondent “SHANGHAL’ are frecly admitted by 
Luoyp’s and the various offices. “ SHANGHAL” is mistaken 
fa supposing that the “ North China Insurance Company” 
forms any exeepti nto this, or that the wording of their 
policies is less favourable than that of others ; but what, 
perhaps, is more important to those interested, is that 
they would always adjust claims according to the clause 
given by him, even if it were not inserted in the policy. 
We do not know the precise merits of the case referred to, 
but it seems difficult to understand how eight packages 
could be lost from the lighter without it being stranded, 
unless they were insecurely stowed, for which, of course, 
the Company could not be held responsible. We make no 
pretension to expound the law on the subject, nor can we 
discuss points of a purely technical character ; but we fully 
endorse our correspondent’s remark as to the equitable and 
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prompt manner in which the Company generally settles 
claims, and we feel sure no proper oue would be objected 
to by them on merely legal grounds. 








THE screw steamer Jurtar is now loading in the Victoria 
Docks for Singapore, China, and Japan ports. This vessel 
is the first of the new line to run from London to China, 
thence to New York and London, and is to be commanded 
by Captain Ferries. We hear that the underwriters on 
the steamer Pow-an intend to present a testimonial to 
Captain Ferries for the able manner in which he took 
that vessel to Hong Kong. 





THE steamer Sunfoo, Capt. CLARK, the first of the new 
line for Brisbane and Sydney, via Singapore and Torres 
Straits—noticed in our last issue—leaves the docks to- 
morrow. We trust she will have a successful passage, 
and demonstrate the convenience of this route. 





M. BorssonnaDE, a Professor at the School of Law in 
Paris, has left for Japan. We understand that he has been 
engaged by the MIKAbo for five years at a salary of 40,000 
francs per annum, to frame a code of civil laws for the Em- 
pire of Japan. 








PRESENTATION TO SIR ANDREW CLARKE. 

Sir Andrew Clarke, the new (tovernor of the Straits Settle- 
ments, who has just relinquished the important position of Di- 
rector of Works of the Navy, has received a very tangible proof 
of the feelings with which his adininistration of that department, 
to which he has been attached for upwards of nine years, is 
viewed by his subordinates. On the 15th inst. Sir Andrew 
Clarke was waited upon at his residence by a deputation of gen- 
tlemen from the department, who, on behalf of all their col- 
leagues, presented him with a farewell address and a testimonial 
consisting of a magnificent silver-gilt ewer and dish for rose 
water. Both the ewer and dish are richly ornamented with vine 
leaves and grapes in dead and bright silver, the handle of the 
ewer representing a vine branch. In the dish was engraved the 
following inscription :— 

Presented by the officers of the Department of the Director of Works 
of the Navy, to Sir Andrew Clarke, C.B., K.C.M.G., Colonel Royal En- 
vineers, on his leaving the service of the Admiralty to assume the go- 
vernment of the Straits Settlements, in recognition of his constant and 
snecessful efforts to advance and uphold the interests and honour of 
the department, and asa token of their appreciation of, and gratitude 
for, the uniform kindness and courtesy they have received at his hands 
throughout a period of nine years during which he held the vtlice of 
Director of Works. 

The address was as follows :— 


Address presented with a piece of plate by the officers of the Depart- 
ment of the Director of Works of the Navy to Sir Andrew Clarke, 
C.B., K.C.MLG., Colonel Royal Engineers, Director of Works of the 
Navy, on the occasion of his leaving the department to assume the 
governorship of the Straits Settlements. 

Dear Sir,—We, the officers of the Department of the Director of 
Works of the Navy, on the eve of your leaving the service of the Ad- 
miralty to assume the highly honourable and responsible position of 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief of the Straits Settlements, to which 
it has pleased Her Majesty to appoint you, desire to express to you 
our personal esteem and our regret at your approaching separation from 
the departinent over which you have so long and ably presided, and at 
the same time request your acceptance of the accompanying piece of 
plate as a mark of our regard and the deep sense we entertain of tho 
manner in which you have always upheld the interests and honour of 
the departinent, and of our gratitude for the uniform kindness and 
courtesy we have received at your hands for the past nine years during 
which we have served under you. We cannot but feel how thoroughly 
you have identified yourself with the department from the moment of 
your entering on the office you are about to vacate, and have studied 
to advance its position and importance as a professional branch of the 
public service. To the implicit conlidence with which you have relied 
upon us fer the execution of your plans, trusting to the unaided re- 
sources of the department to carry out the construction of engineering 
works of exceptional magnitude and importance, may, we are satisfied, 
be attributed that hearty co-operation which we believe has, in a mea- 
sure, tended to render your administration so remarkably successful. 
Much as we regret the cessation of our official connection with 
you, we cannot but congratulate you on the honourable distine- 
tion that has been conferred on you, in having been selected 
for the important appointment on which you will shortly enter. 
We hope, however, that this separation may not involve the abso- 
Iute severance of the ties which have for so many years linked 
us together. We trust that in the new sphere of duty to which you 
have been called you may meet with the same success that has hitherto 
attended your career, and that you may be hereafter advanced to still 
more exalted and responsible positions than those you have already oc- 
cupicd, and reap yet higher honours than those you have received, as 
the well-mevited reward of your past Iabours. With our best wishes 
for the health and happiness of Lady Clarke and yourself, and hoping 
you may long enjoy every blessing that Providence can bestuw upon you, 
we bid you heartily farewell_—We are, dear Sir, your most obedient ser- 
vants, (Signed on behalf of the officers of the department.) 
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Sir Andrew Clarke, after a few expressions of his thanks to 
the gentlemen of the department, handed to the deputation the 
following reply to the address :— 

To the officers of the Department of the Director of Works of 
the Navy. Gentlemen, I beg most sincerely to thank you for the very 
gratifying address and handsome gift the officers of the department 
have been good enough, through you, to present me with. It has ever 
been my endeavour to establish a mutual confidence between myself 
and those with whom I have worked, believing that to be the best and 
almost only method of securing efficient service. That I have succeeded 
is, I think, evidenced by the language you have adopted in presenting 
me with this very beautiful work of art. Your gift will ever be asso- 
ciated in my mind with a body of men with whom I am proud to have 
been connected, and I shall prize it as a memento of a period of my 
public service to which I shall always look back with pleasure. I thank 
you most sincerely for the good wishes you have expressed for the wel- 
fare of Lady Clarke and myself, which I assure you are most heartily 
reciprocated.—I am, gentlemen, yours very faithfully, ANDREW CLARKE. 

It may be mentioned that this is not the first time that Sir 
Andrew Clarke has received token of the appreciation of his 
good qualities as chief of a department by those serving under 
him. On leaving Australia he was presented with a very hand- 
some silver epergne by the statf of the Surveyor-General’s De- 
partment, and an address was also made to him on quitting the 
office of Minister of Public Works when the Ministry with which 
he was connected resigned. 








THE NETHERLANDS AT THE VIENNA 
EXHIBITION. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
VieNNA, SEPT. 9, 1873. 

The exhibition of the Netherlands, although occupying but a 
limited space in the galleries, offers, nevertheless, many points 
of interest, the more so as in the special catalogue the exhibitors 
have added explanatory notes about the articles forwarded, their 
use, the way of producing them, number of workmen employed, 
&c., thus attording a ready means of procuring information, which 
otherwise would have been more or less diflicult to obtain. ‘The 
country, numbering but three and a half millions of inhabitants, 
shows, by the articles sent to the Exhibition, that the greatest 
attention is bestowed upon the development of her resources, and 
the useful employment of hands. The general impression 
made upon the visitor in looking over the Dutch exhibits is 
apparently that of a laborious, practical people, that does not 
care so much for outward appearance as for solidity and tho- 
rough comfort. , 

We see there, for instance, a very large collective exhibition 
of the wool industry of Eilburg, in Northern Brabant, consisting 
of all sorts of woollen cloth, such as flannel, buckskin, bay, 
molton, granite, castor, domets, and ladies’ coating, in which 
eighteen firms have taken part. The cloths are of solid make, 
and are exported largely to Belgium and the North of Europe. 
Formerly these articles were imported from England, but for 
twenty or thirty years the development and extension of that 
industry has been such as to beat the English goods almost en- 
tirely out of the field. Krantz and Sons, in Leyden, have also 
exhibited specimens of woollen cloths and fancy stuffs of very 
creditable quality. We must call attention to the “ Kapok” ex- 
hibited by Kliityen, of Rotterdam, a fibre imported from the 
Dutch colonies. It consists of the seed-filament of a kind 
of wool tree; it is lighter, more elastic,“and cheaper than 
down, and is said to be of greater durability. The Royal 
Manufactory of Deventer has contributed some fine carpets, re- 
markable for their quality, beautiful pattern, and freshness of 





colour. We see also some good specimens of mie in Persian, 
Smyrna, and the Renaissance style sent from Delft (South Hol- 
land). 


From Hengelo there are several kinds of imitated Indian 
stuffs, such as cocginese sarongs, kains pandjang, rembang, 
cambrics, muscatcloths, scarfs, ginghams, &e., that will well 
bear comparison with those sent direct from India by the Royal 
Zostgival Society, “ Natura Artis Magistra” in Amsterdam, the 
Netherlands Trading Company and others. Among these es- 
pecially, the battik cloths from Java and Sumatra are very no- 
ticeable for the beauty of design and admirable execution, 
particularly when the way the patterns are produced is taken 
into account. First the patterns are drawn with liquid wax on 
the cotton or silk stuffs, for which manipulation small copper 
vessels, provided with two or more little tubes are used, sets of 
which are also exhibited. After this, when the wax has become 
hard, the piece of stuff is steeped in a dying bath, the colour 
penetrating into the whole space now covered with wax. When 
the stuff 1s completely dry, the wax is dissolved by heat, and 
then the required patterns appear on coloured ground. If a 
greater variety of colour is wanted, the same process must be 
gone through again. Considering the fact that the drawing with 
wax has to be made equally on both sides, we can form an idea 
of the skill of the natives and the high value of many coloured 
stuffs made by this process. It is worthy of remark, that not 
only fine textures are dyed in this way, but equally stuffs of 
eoinmon description 

Withregard toagricultural productions, the specimens forwarded 
are far from giving an adequate idea of the actual development

agriculture has taken in the Netherlands, the yearly production 
being little short of 200 millions of florins. Of course cheese 
occupies a prominent rank, although, even here, there are any 
sorts wanting that would have been of interest to get acquainted 
with, The samples of wheat exhibited denote an unequalled 
perfection, but particularly the pulse are most admirable ; they 
will be found nowhere more beautiful than here. Temp and 
flax are well represented. Liquors, such as Geneva, Schiedam, 
Stomach-Bitters, &c., are to be found in large quantities ; the 
celebrated firm of Wynand Fockiuk in Amsterdam has erected 
a huge trophy of stone and glass bottles, but whether they do 
actually contain the precious drinks that firm is justly famous 
for it is impossible to know. 

Tobacco, being one of the chief products of the Dutch colonies, 
occupies naturally a prominent space, and we see it represented 
in all aa varieties. We must call particular attention to 
the collection exhibited by Lehmann, embracing samples of the 
entire productions of all tobacco-plantations in Netherlands 
India, the finest of which are grown on the eastern shore of 
Sumatra (Deli), where the tobacco-plant grows admirably, and 
fully bears comparison with the Manila leaf. 

The samples of Peruvian bark exhibited deserve particular 
notice, and as I think your readers may find an interest in the 
matter, I shall extract some statements from an article published 
on the subject by Dr. A. Vogl. It may not be generally known 
that the culture of Peruvian bark in Java is hardly twenty years 
old. The China-tree or cinchona is originally found only in the 
Cordilleras of South America, and was first discovered by the 
celebrated French astronomer La Condamine in 1737 ; since that 
time some fifty varieties have been discovered. The anti- 
feverous qualities of the bark, however, are of much older date. 
The demand for that article, always very great, was still more 
increased from the time of the discovery of quinine in 1820, 
when this was found to be the best preventer of fever. In 
consequence of the continually-increasing demand for that article 
the China trees, wherever they grew, were mercilessly cut down 


j and barked without plan or method, so that a fear began to be 


entertained thet very soon tke time would arrive when one 
of the most valuable medicines would be exterminated, all the 
more so, as the perpetual political troubles of those countries 
placed a systematic culture of the trees and a methodic way of 
stripping the bark entirely out of the question. The idea of 
transplanting aud cultivating the tree in other countries of a fit 
climate was therefore widely discussed and realised by several 
European Governments. As far back as 1829 several Dutch 
naturalists had called the attention of their Government to the 
matter, indicating Java as a country proper for the acclimatisa- 
tion of the cinchona. But it was not until 1851, when the 
French had made a trial in Algeria, that on repeated instances 
of the botanist Miguel, that the then Colonial Minister Pahud 
undertook the practical solution of the cinchona question by send- 
ing botanist Hasskarl to South America with instructions to 
transplant the seed to Java. Space does not permit us to enter 
upon a detailed history of the different phases China culture had 
to go through in Java ; suifice it to say that the beginning was 
hardly encouraging, and that it was three or four years before 
all difficulties in. the way of transport, choice of a fit situation, 
and other technical and economical details had been removed. 
From a notice by the present manager of the culture, Van 
Gorkam, we learn that from the product of the harvest in 1871 
13,000 kilos, were exported to Europe ; the result in 1872 was 
30,000 kilos., of which 22,000 kilos. were sent to Europe, and he 
estimates the production of this year to attain the same figure. 
The plants now grown in Java amount to the aggregate number 
of two millions, all of which will be in full growth by the end 
of this year, and the plantations finished. He entertains the 
hope that in 1876 the crop will yield 100,000 kilos., whereby all 
expenses made for the cultivation would be covered. 

As regards coffee, we tind quite a stately show of five samples 
from Java, Sumatra, Celebes, and Timor, assorted according to 
the purity of colour, the way of preparation, places of cultiva- 
tion, &c., the finest and most reputed being the Menado coffee, 
grown in Celebes. Here we must first say something about the 
very original exhibition made by the Dutch Trading Company. 
In order to present a full view of all products of the Dutch co- 
lonies they have constructed a trophy 12 metres in height, and 
18 metres in circunference, in a very ornamental style, decorated 
on the top with flazs and banners, where the principal produo’s 
are exhibited to view in quite a methodical, and, at the samfe 
time, very tasteful way. It would be utterly impossible to give 
anything like a detailed notice of the contents of this trophy of 
trade, comprising upwards of 400 objects, and presenting points 
of attraction and interest. to everybody. Of course, the natural pro- 
ducts take the leading part of that collection, such as coffee, tea, 
tobacco, cotton, indigo, ciuchona, caoutchoue, pepper, arrow-root, 
rice, nutineg, cinnamon ; then hemp, ramch, fibrous plants, jute, 
oil, cloves, and, in fact, nearly everything grown in the colonies. 
But we shall at least try to point out summarily some of the 
most noteworthy objects. The resins used for the preparation of 
varnish are represented by soft copals, fine samples of dammar 
and dragon’s-blood from Palembang—the latter being produced 
by incisions made in the trees, There are large cakes of 
benzoé from the western shore of Sumatra, nutmeg butter and 
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tinekawang fat from Borneo, a kind of tallow used in England 
aud Holland in the soap and candle manufactory. We notice 
amongst the dyeing materials Java indigo, of known repute, cur- 
cuma, and soga-bast, which is not yet introduced in European 
industry. It is used in India (on the Sunda isles) for dyeing red 
and brown, chiefly for battiking purposes, as previously men- 
tioned. The large bunches of rice ears exhibited are specially 
interesting, as we have seldom an opportunity of seeing unpeeled 
rice (paddy), and it not being generally known that there is also 
black rice in existence, besides the white one. Black rice is 
largely grown on the Moluccas and Sunda islands, and used there 
for food, as well as for making spirituous liquors (arrack, &c.). 

As to tea, the productions of eight plantations are exhibited — 
black as well as ¢reen ; and althonyh it has not attained a cele- 
brity yet, still the cultivation has taken such a development 
since the monopoly has been abandoned, that it is now spread 
over many regions. The samples are distinguished by great 
purity and a faultless preparation, and it would scem as if now 
exertions were made to produce finer sorts of tea. We have 
been given to understand that the Java tea has a more bitter and 
stronger taste than the Chinese, without equalling it in fragrancy. 
It has already found its way intu German trade. 

The samples of gambier from Riouw and Palembang ought 
not to be overlooked. This is a vegetable juice, obtained by the 
boiling of leaves and branches of the “ Nauclea Gambir,” 
greatly in use for dyeing and tanning, and serving on the islinds 
of the Indian Archipelago in the preparation of betel. To judge 
from the richly ornamented Siri apparatus, containing all in- 
gredients used for betel chewing, which are also exhibited, we 
must infer that the natives of those isles are not less infatuated 
with chewing betel than Europeans with smoking tobacco. The 
areca-nut and the leaves of betel-pepper, of which we sce seme 
samples, also enter into the preparation, The collection of nut- 
megs from the Banda Islands is also very instructive. We see 
the wild (male) and the cultivated (female) nut, the Iatter both 
raw and prepared (chalked), Chalking is a process used 
originally by the Dutch, in order to kill the germinating power 
of the seed, and thus prevent its transplanting into other 
countries. There isa very rich collection of gutta-percha from 
Riouw, Java, Sumatra, &e., well worthy of attention, this article 
being chiefly drawn from the Dutch colonies. The far-famed 
Javanese birds’-nests are also represented in the collection ; then 
there is a pretty bunch of flowers, most artistically composed of 
birds’ feathers made in Amboina. 

Besides these raw materials, of which we have only noticed 
the most remarkable, there are contained in the trophy other 
objects to illustrate the handicraft and skill of the natives, and 
in casting a rapid glance over these productions we tind some 
works in silver and yilt filigree, which may exiort from European 
civilisation a tribute of respe:t for barbaric art. We noticed 
particularly some such objects as tiny chairs, tables, rocking- 
chairs, cups, fruits, bracelets, palanquins, &e, made by the 
natives of Cotta Gedang in Sumatra that are really admirable 

cimens of workmanship. The tools used forthese works have 
also been exhibited, and it is really astonishing how such a per- 
fect execution can be arrived at with these primitive implements, 

Amongst the weapons used by the Javanese, spears, jances, 
daggers, krisses, &e., are well worth inspection, We see Chemin all 
possible shapes and forms, mounted with silver,the handles orna- 
mented with golden idols, serpent-skins, tuftsof hair, diamonds, &e. 
They form part of the very interesting collection contributed by 
the ethnographical museum of the Amsterdam Suciety, * Natura 
Artis Magistra.” There is also a complete native orchestra, con- 
sisting of gongs, druma, bells, metal harmonimns, Xe., fans 
of peacocks’ feathers, fruits of  papier-mache, numerous 
objects made entirely of cloves, such as baskets, boxes, casks, 
tea-pots, &c.; there are slippers embroidered with gold and 
silver, the ornaments worn in the hair by the native females ; 
there is inlaid and lacquer work, meilicine chests, models 
of weaving looms, and a hundred things impossible to enumerate. 
The Dutch Missionary Society has also forwarded some speci- 
mens of native work, models of houses, wearing apparel, such as 
bamboo hats used by the lowest class of covlies, slippers, Ke. 
The series of photographs of Javanese antiquities sent by the 
Dutch Government is well worth study, and the competent 
authorities deserve the highest praise for their efforts to preserve 
and reproduce those venerable vestiges of a byyone time. 





THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 

At the meeting of the British Association at Bradford Sir Rutherford 
Alcock, the President of the Geographical Section, delivered an address, 
in which he gave a comprehensive résumé of recent events in Asia. He 
alluded to the importance of the discovery made by the Portuguese of 
a sea route to India, and expressed his belief that the whole course of 
commerce between Europe aud Asia had been entirely changed by that 
event. He believed few things in the retrospect of past intercourse 
and knowledge of each other among nations widely separated were more 
remarkable than the continuous cominunication across the whole breadth 
of Asia, between the cast and west, which scemed always to have been 
maintained for purposes of traftic from the earlicst histerie periods, 
No dangers of the way acted ay deterrents, and Marco Polo's book of his 
father’s travels and his own abundantly proved that time must have 
borne a very different value in those days. Speaking of the important 
service which geographical science was enabled to render to nations, Sir 
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Rutherford expressed his belief that the surveyor was likely to do more 
than the soldier in the way of preventing war. The necessity for accurate 
geographical surveys could not be too highly estimated, and in Asia more 
than in any other country was this necessity felt. Referring to China, 
the speaker alluded to the physiological fact that the tea plant was un- 
cultivated in any other climate or country, and he considered that this 
Gave a peculiar interest to our relations with that country. One of the 
great questions of the hour was the best and most expeditious means 
of vpening up practicable roads frum the plains of India to Central Asia, 
on the west to Turkestan, and eastwards to the borders of Thibet, or 
by British Burmah, across the Shan States, to the western provinces of 
China, Any direct access beyond the Thibetan border was, in the 
speaker's opinion, only to be obtained by diplomatic action at Peking. 
The Chinese Government had hitherto created all the obstacles, but 
now that the Emperor's minority was at an end, and the Regency with 
it, the time seemed favourable fur a strong and decided effort at Peking 
to remove the obstructions created by the jealous and restrictive policy 
of the Chinese rulers. Allusion was then briefly made to the projects 
for opening a trade by railway between Burmah and South-Western 
China, and the speaker expressed doubts as to such a line proving re- 
muunerative. 








THE DUTCH WAR WITH ATCHIN. 

The Calcutta correspondent of The Times writes as follows :— 

There is more sympathy in the East with the people of Atchin than 
with the Government of Dutch India. The Enylish Government, 
which, under Lord Castlereagh, quietly exchanged Java for the Cape of 
Good Hope and Chinsurah, at a time when Sir Stamford Raflles was 
doing so great a work in the Eastern Archipelago, has never been for- 
given. And the arrangement which has given us Elmina and all the 
troubles on the West African Coast in return for withdrawing from our 
Treaty of 1824, which forbade the Dutch as well as the English to 
annex more territory in Sumatra, is looked on by many here as having 
been dictated by the same ignorance. So long as Holland, like Russia, 
in the East means commercial monopolies, so long as the slavish culture 
system is continued in Java against the wishes of the Dutch Liberals, 
and so long as the natives are kept in ignorance as well as serfdom, the 
sympathy which would in India otherwise go forth towards the Dutch 
—as it does tu the French in Cochin China—is turned in the other di- 
rection, As a matter of fact, the Foreign-office of India has been en- 
gaged, ever since Sir Stamford Raties left Batavia to found Singapore, 
in resisting Dutch aggression in the Archipelago contrary to Treaty, 
and, so long as Lord Palmerston was in power, in resisting it success- 
fully. Dutch annexation means death to free trade, that ix, ruin to 
Singapore and Penang, as well ag much more. Such at least is Anglo- 
Indian feeling about it. 

ADULTERATED TEA, 

Two letters have been addressed to The Times upon this subject 
during the week. The first correspondent, who signs himself a “ Loyal 
British Subject,” suggests that the only remedy that could speedily and 
effectually put a stop to the disgraceful state of adulteration of tea now 
existing would be for inspectors to visit all the London wholesale tea 
houses, and demand from thein samples of the tea they are trading in, 
especiully securing Canton Capers and Canton Gunpowder, teas which 
are known to contain a very large percentage of iron or steel filings. 
The other correspondent, a wholesale tea deer, thinks that the Govern- 
ment should be responsible for the adulteration of tea, as, by the Board 
of Trade Returns, a large income is annually derived from the importa- 
tion of this commodity. He thinks the Government ought to have the 
tea analysed on arrival, and if found mixed with foreign matter to have 
the same entered for export only. The correspondent goes on to say 
that as the present question is creating an unpleasant feeling against 
the Government, it is to be hoped that measures will be taken to rectify 
it, or possibly the large and powerful organisation of grocers may join 
the Licensed Victuallers, and help to swell the ranks of the opposition 
at the next general election. 

AN Optyion oF THE “Noste British Tar.” -- The Judge of the 
Supreme Court at Shanghai has addressed a long letter to Lord Shaf- 
tesbury, upon seeing his lordship’s name on Mr. Plimsoll’s committer. 
In the course of the letter the judge makes the following remarkable 
statements :—“The ‘noble British tar’ is almost a creature of the 
past, and, except on board men-of-war and the best and most expen- 
sively managed ships of private companies, he is seldom to be found. 
His place is tilled by dissipated, disease-worn men, the victims of vice, 
who take no pride in either themselves or the ships they are employed 
in; who are physically and morally unfit for the employment they 
have obtained ; and who, on emergencies, are not to be relied on, 
After a long experience, I know of no class of men who are more alive 
to their own interests, more able to make a good bargain for 
themselves, or to keep themselves clear of being imposed on than 
seamen, or who seek for and obtain employment for which they 
know themselves to be untitted, or who feel less and care less 
for the obligations which such employment carries with it. Is 
a higher rate of wages to be obtained in a foreign port of 
arrival, then desertion becomes the rule; breaching of cargo is a 
common offence ; cases of refusal of duty, drunkenness, and insubor- 
dination occupy the time of the police magistrate to the exclusion of 
almost all other business ; bills are run up at shops, goods, such as 
clothing and drink, are obtained on credit, and the clauses of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act providing that courts of law shall not take cog- 
nisance of bills against seamen above a certain amount, are availed of as 
defences ; while the brutality of seamen towards natives in Eastern 
countries makes the name of Englishmen hated, and threatens daily to 
complicate international relations. Iam not, my lord, speaking only of 
ordinary and able-bodied seamen, but Linclude officers as well as men.” 

THe P. and O, Company's new steamship .Vizem, Captain A. EF. Bar- 
low, sailed from Southampton on Thursday for Gibraltar, Malta, and 
Alexandria, with the heavy India mails, After delivering the imaila, 
&e., at Alexandria, the Nizam will go through the Suez Canal, with 
cargo for India.

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on the 
17th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were : 
—To Calcutta, £648,100 ; Bombay, £51,900 ; and Madras, nul. 
The minimum was fixed as before at 1s. 10d. Tenders on Cal- 
cutta and Bombay at 1s. 10gd. will receive about 83 per cent. 
There is still, therefore, an increase in the demand for the means 
of remittance to the East. . 

Messrs. Samuel Montague and Co. notify that the coupons due 
Ist prox. on the Dutch-Indian Railway Five per Cent. Loan, 
1871, will be payable on and after that date. 

The opening of the conference on the Suez Canal Dues has 
been postponed until the Ist proximo, 

Bar Silver is quiet at 4s. 11jd. per oz. Mexican Dollars, owing 
to the increased price of silver, have realised 574d. per ounce, 
being a rise of $d. per ounce, at which rate £20,000 from the 
West Indies have been sold.

TEA. 

Messrs. Capel and Co. report as follows :— 

The demand during the week has not been active, but from the 
arrivals to hand there has been a fair amount taken of the grades most 
in demand; prices, however, for medium to good black-leaf kinds 
Congou have given way fully $d. per Ib. The demand for fair Kaisow 
kinds from Is. 3d. to 1s. 5d. has been good, but above this they have 
been difficult of sale. Oolongs have been much depressed. Green 
Teas have been offered largely at public sale, without 1eserve. New 
Ping Suey kinds have declined 3d. to 4d. per Ib. for all but superfine 
grades, whilst old season’s have sold at extremely low rates, especially 
for highly-coloured invoices. The total quantity offered in public sale 
has been 27,328 packages, of which 25,800 packages have been sold 
without reserve. The deliveries for the week amount to 3,550,000 Ibs., 
against 3,373,000 Iba, last year. 

Congous.—Red-leat kinds: Siftings have been steady at last week’s 
prices. Broken leaf and fair to good common kinds have been but 
little in request, but prices show no change. Fair to good medium 
Kaisow kinds have been saleable from 1s, 3d. to 1s. 5d. per Ib. ; good to 
fine, from 1s.

Green 
Tous: About 13,000 packages have been offered at public sale, the great 
bulk consisting of arrivals, per Pekin, Japan, and Deucalion, whilst 
there have been some few inveices also of old season’s Teas. Prices 
have given way to the extent of 3d. to 4d. per lb, in new kinds, the 
greatest drop being in the common to medium kinds. Old season's 
have suld at very low prices, a No. 1 Gunpower, highly coloured, having 
sold as low as 1s, 6d. to 1s. 64d. per 1b, Moyune kinds, of old season, 
have also sold at very low prices, but new Teas have sold at compara- 
tively good rates, The quotation for No, 1 Gunpowder, Ping Suey, ig

official trial at the measured mile. The leading dimensions of the 
Nizam are as follows :—Length between perpendiculars, 350ft. ; breadth 
of beam, 38ft.; depth, 27ft. 9in. ; tonnage, builders’ measurement, 
2,513; register ditto, 1,852; gross, 2,725. She is fitted with com- 
pound engines of 450-horse power nominal (indicating 2,246 during 
the trial) ; diameter of cylinders, 50 and 86 inches respectively, with 
4ft. Gin. stroke ; heating surface of boilers, 7,427 square feet ; firegrate 
surface, 231 ditto; condensing surface, 4,842 ditto. The results of 
two runs at the measured mile were as under :—First run, 4min. 22sec., 
or 13°740 knots; second, 5min. 17sec., or 11°356; the mean speed 
being 12°548 knots per hour ; steam, 5941b. ; vacuum, 274 inches ; re- 
volutions of engines, 59. The wind at the time was north-west, with 
a force of six, and disturbed sea. The weight of coals, water, stores, 
&c., on board was 870 tons, and 850 tons of cargo, making a total of 
1,720 tons ; and the vessel's draught of water was 17ft. 3in. forward 
and 19ft. 5in. aft, the mean being 18ft. 4in. The General Post-office 
was represented by Mr. Frank Ives Scudamore and Mr, Chetwynd, the 
Board of Trade by Mr. M'Lean, the builders by Mr. W. Denny and 
Mr. Brock, and the Peninsular and Oriental Company by Messrs. ‘P. D.
